Perhaps not everyone realizes what a 


great world asset has developed from the 
Boy Scout Movement. The problems thai will 
face the democratic nations in a postwar 
world will be not merely economic. They will 
be psychological as well.

The principles engendered by the Boy Scout 
Program have (lie chance to be one of the 
strong links in universal world peace.

ing in the Kingston Freeman on 
Saturday evening, February 3rd, 
criticising my vote on the so-called 
"Work or Fight" BUI, and certain 
other of my acllons as Representa- 
tive for the 30th District of the 
State of New York, I feel that an 
explanation Is warranted and I 
sincerely hope you wiii give my re- 
ply prominent space In your paper. 


The Congress was asked to pass 


legislation to further support the 
war effort by makin'g it possible to 
increase production of war ma- 
terials. When General Knudsen 
who is presently America's great- 
est expert on production, the Sec- 
retary of War, the Secretary of 
Ihe Navy, the Chief of Staff, and 
the Chief of Naval Operations, tell 
us lhat the boys who are doing all 
the real sacrificing in this war 
need more supplies and munitions 
and that a National -Service Act 
is needed to increase production, 
1 felt that I should support such 
proposed legislation to that end. 


The bill was passed by the House 


on last Thursday, February 1, with 
a substantial majority. It is now 
pending before the Senate Com- 
mittee on Military Affairs and it 
s impossible to predict what its 
inal provisions will be. 


Should Congress have refused 
o give the legislation which the 
nililary leaders have asked for, 
o create the production needed 
or our armed forces at the front, 
vhat affect would this have on 
he morale of the boys In the 
fighting lines and on their families 
on the home front? 


Since the passage of the bill by 
he House, I have talked with n 
number of prominent manufac- 
.urcrs 
and 
representatives 
of 


abor, who despite the action taken 
)y their leaders, agree that they 
voiild have voted exactly as I did. 


In- addition I had gone out ol 


my way both before voting and 
after, to ascertain the views ol 
.he men in the armed forces, and 
'. am happy to relate that they 
were in favor of such proposed 
legislation. 


This is not an anti-labor bill. 


It is not legislation that hits the 
honest laborer, the man who has 
been doing his share in the war 
effort, but rather it is pointed at 
those men who have shirked their 
duty and have not put forth their 
best efforts that would tend to 
help to bring this war to an early 
end. 


I have endeavored to help the 


Kingston situation ever since 1 
have heard about it, and as a 
matter of fact I am still working 
on the problem. This statemem 
will be substantiated by those citi- 
zens of Kingston who were kinc 
enough to write to me on the 
matter and who have been fur- 
nished with cqpies of the reports 
that I received from the Navy 
Department and the War Produc- 
tion Board.' 


A member of Congress has no 


power of compulsion. All he can 
do is to bring the facts to the at- 
tention of those in authority and 
express the desire that something 
beneficial be worked out. 


I am glad that Poughkeepsie is 


to receive a new war contract ant 
I can assure you that I am con- 
tinuing my efforts in behalf of the 
idle plants in Kingston.

Gardiner Reports 


Life on Islands 


Pvt. Irvln L. Gardiner, a mem- 
er of an airdrome squadron on 
luty in the Philippines, has writ- 
en an Interesting letter to his sis- 
cr, Mrs. Frank Woinoskl of 70 
Murray street, telling of life on 
he islands. He writes in part: 


"The Philippines are much bet- 
er than the other islands I have 
>een on. It is very hot during the 
day, but cools off considerably dur- 
ng the night. 1 am located In a 
•ice field just now. Most of the 
rees here are coconut palms; also 
a lot of bamboo. 


The Philippines here are the 


'armers that work the rice fields. 
They live in small, one-room bam- 
wo huts in among the coconut 
rees. They are very hard workers. 
They have no modern tools of any 
tind. They use the water buffalo 
or plowing and heavy hauling. 
The men are 
small but very 


strong. The women are also very 
lard workers. They carry every- 
hing on their heads. 


They have very little to cat as 


.he Japs always took all their rice 
or whatever other food they hap- 
jencd to have. Although some of 
hem still have some chickens and 
pigs the Japs did not get. 


The Japs also took nearly all 


>f the men's clothing. All they 
iave -Is two or three years old 
and is nothing but patches. Some 
of them have knee length pants 
made of burltp bags. We hire 
some of the men to do some of the 
work around the area. 
The women arc nearly as badly 


off as the men as far as clothing 
s concerned. A few of them have 
good dresses. They are the same 
as the women wear in the states, 
but a lot of them just' have dres- 
ses made out of burlap bags. 


We hire the women to do our 


laundry. They certainly are very 
good, at it. They use a galvanized 
aan about six inches high and a 
foot and a Half in diameter. They 
use only cold water and whatever 
amount of soap we can give them 
each time they do our laundry. 
We have very little soap to let 
them use, but they get our clothes 
as clean as if they were done in 
a washing machine. They beat the 
dirt out of the clothes with hand- 
made wooden paddles. They al- 
ways carry the bundles of laun- 
dry on their heads. 


None of -them have any shoes 


The men told us that when the 
Japs were in control of the Philip- 
pines that the Jap invasion money 
was nearly worthless. It cost two 
thousand pesos to have a pair o£ 
shoes repaired. The 
American 


value of the peso is equal to 50 
cents in American money, so you 
see it cost equal to a thousand 
dollars to have a pair of shoes 
soled when the Japs were here. 


In the large cities a dinner at a 


resturant cost 2,500 pesos in Jap 
money. At our rate of exchange 
lhat would be eo.ual to $1,250 
The meal consisted of about eigtv 
mouthfuls. of food. 


A tire for.an airtb cost S40,OCK 


pesos in Jap money. That is equal 


o $20,000 in American money. 
Talk about Inflation? They cer- 
ainly had it here. These Filipinos 
sure are happy to see the Ameri- 
cans come back here. Thp Japs 
also kidnapped most of the young 
votnen. You can imagine the 
reatment these women received 
rom the Japs, 


As yet I have not been among 


.he high class Filipinos although 
some of these people here have 
lad high school and college .edu- 
cation. One of the men working 
'or us was a teacher of English in 
one of the schools here. Some of 
hem can talk very good English. 
They can all speak English, more 
or less. 


Pvt. Gardiner also wrote that 


supplies were arriving more fre- 
qucntly and that it was a tough 
job to keep them moving and his 
unit was on the job day and night, 
"but the more we wo.-k the sooner 
the war will be over." 


He closes by writing "I cer- 


tainly will be happy to get back 
to the old U.S.A.; me and a million 
others."
